The fact that so eminent 
an authority on money as Senathr 
Jones should leave the Republican 
party becanse_ho is ilrmly convinced 
that the party is opposed to free coin- 
age; is used by the party in the East as 
an argument in favor of restoring the 
party to power in Washington.

In the Republican strongholds east 


of the Mississippi the party press and 
leaders do not attempt to deny the 
hostility of the party to silver. They 
are unalterably opposed to tree coin- 
age, and so declare in their plattorms 
and on the stump. They aso no <Mieh 
disguibo as "iutercouvertibiht.\ " to 
deceive the ordinary voter. Not fco, 
however, with their doublo-deiuins., 
iiypouritio brethren in Nevada, iluro 
they declare for free coinage and at- 
sutne an air of sincerity that is calcu- 
lated to deceive the unsophisticated; 
in the East they declare against silver 
coinage, and point to the defection of 
Senator Jones as proof that the party 
is souad on the gold question. Here 
the leaders want office and see no hope 
of gratifying their ambition except by 
deluding the people with the errone- 
ous idea that the Republican party 
favors free coinage. 


In the face of the record, it requires 


indurated cheek to contend that the 
party, M hose ideal statesman is Sena- 
tor Sherman of Ohio, favors the fret- 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 
or at all. Every intelligent Republican 
knows it does not and laughs in his 
sleeve at anybody who is foolish 
enough to think otherwise.

LEHI, Utah., September 14—Enoch 


Davis, wife murderer, is dead. The life 
was shot out of him at 11:40 o'clock this 
morning by six specially deputized ex- 
ecutioners whose identity to the public 
is unknown. The shooting took place 
in a dry hollow six miles north of Lehi. 
Davis was conveyed to the fatal spot 
direct from the penitentiary under an 
escort of armed United States officials. 
It was only with the utmost vigilance 
that at 2 o'clock this morning Deputy 
Marshall Fowler got the executioners 
out of town unseen. The men were 
driven ont of the city by a circuitiuous 
route in a closed carriage and pitched 
their teat in the foothills about a mile 
east of the railroad.

goodbye to his brother and two sous 
he was placed in a chair and a piece of 
paper placed over his heart, at which 
the executioners aimed when the signal 
was given- Five bullets hit the paper, 
while one missed. Davis died game.

MONEY IN 
C1KCUI,ATION. 


The Treasury statement of the money 


in circulation in the United States on 
September 1st shows a considerable 
reduction during the previous year. The 
total amount is given at $1,646,671,481, 
or about $21 per capita for the whole 
population of the country. 
This is 


$10,902,758 less than was reported Au- 
gust 1st and $34,000,000 less than was 
reported as being in circulation on 
September 1, 1893. 
There is much 


morn money in tho banks now than 
there was a year ago, but the money 
stored in the bank vaults and the 
money. hoarded by individuals and 
taken out of circulation, is included in 
the computation of the Treasury De- 
partment. Every dollar in paper or 
coin issued by the Government since 
1860 and not redeemed is set down as 
being in circulation. 


This, of course, is misleading. Mill- 


ions of paper money has been destroy- 
ed in cue way or another, yet it is com- 
puted as being ia actual circulation. 
Gold coins that have [been buried or 
put away in tin cans and old stockings, 
and which is as useless to the country 
as if in the bottom of the Paciffc ocean, 
is reckoned by the Treasury experts as 
being in circulation, as is also the gold 
taken out of the country in the pockets 
of tourists. 


But the Treasury Department de- 


sires to create the impression that 
there is abundance of money in the 
country. That is the Wall street idea, 
and the Treasury echoes the sentiments 
of the gold brokers. They insist that 
money is plentiful though a bushel of 
wheat commands but sixty cents, and 
men seek in vain for employment at 
living wages.

The Conrt-room was crowded at an 


early hour with spectators and as the 
closing scenes of the trial approaches 
more interest is manifested and specu- 
lation as to the outcome is becoming 
more general. 


Opinions are freely expressed re 


garding the guilt or innocence of thi 
defendant and 
seem to be abou 


equally divided. The defendant's pit 
.able condition creates much sympa 
;hy for her, even among those who d 
not believe she was justified in the 
shooting. Her lady-like demeanor in 


ourt and the patient manner in which 


she has borne the severe cross-examin 
ation, has made a favorable impression 
on nearly every one. At one point in 
;he cross-examination, where she re 
'erred to her unborn child, the de 
'endant broke down and sobbed, bu 
almost immediately recovered 
he 


calmness and proceeded. At the closi 
of the orosfe-examnaation, and just n. 
her attorney, Judge Goodwin, began tc 
question her he crossed the room t 
get the chair that Foley had raised 
over her. At the sight of it she sud 
denly arose from the witness chair 
put her baud to her head and started 
rapidly for the Court-room door. As 
she reached it a low cry escaped her 
lips and as she gained the hallway the 
audience in the CourWoom could hear 
one hysterical cry after another. Mrs 
Wright, the defendant's nurse, and Dr 
Phillips hurried out of the room. I' 
was creditable to the large audience in 
the room that during the confusion 
single rap of Judge Cheney's gave 
cautioned silence and hardly a person 
moved until the prisoner had been 
taken to her room, each person in the 
Court-room avoiding any demonstra 
tion of the morbid curiosity tha' 
usually prevails in incidents of this 
kind. 
A number of the spectators 


were visibly affected and when Court 
was dismissed and the crowd fllec 
down the stairs the eyes of severe 
storn-visaged men were noticed to be 
moist and there was but little commem 
or conversation as the crowd moved 
out, 
few, if any, being inclined to 


talk. 


After some delay the attorneys, jury 


and Court repaired to the defendant's 
apartments where the Judge dismissed 
court. This action being necessary as 
under the law the defendant must be 
present at all court proceedings during 
the trial. 


Owing to the serious condition of the 


defendant the re-convening of courl 
was delayed until half past two o'clock. 


As the defendant was brought into 


Court her steps were faltering, and the 
anguish depicted upon her features 
showed how intensely she was suffering 
both mentally and physically. Con- 
sidering her unfortunate situation, and 
being a stranger almost in the commu- 
nity, with few friends and no ready 
funds, she is bearing up bravely in 
her fight for life. 


The cross examination yesterday 


covered much that has already been 
published, there being only a few new 
details offered. The visit of the de- 
eased to her rooms on the night of the 
25th of February was detailed and the 
incidents that happened during that 
night were told. The tragedy was de- 
scribed in full from the time Foley en- 
;ered the room until he left to go to 
Drs. Phillip's office. 
She stated that 


she was driven to desperation, that 
Poley struck her and told her he could 
buy a few men with twenty dollar 
pieces who would testify against her. 
She was asked whether she had told 
any one that Foley had struck her, and 
she didn't know that she had. She said 
she did not know whether she had told 
VIr. Bragg that she was glad that she 
had killed Foley. She admitted that 
she might have made such a statement. 
That she couldn't tell all she said at 
;hat time. Mr. Woodburn then asked 
the defendant the following question: 
'Did y_o_u aay the following to Mrs. 
Ljogan: 'that I demanded Foley to ex- 
onerate me; he struck me and turned 
lis back. I told him I had come from 


family of warriors and that they 


never shot any one in the back, he 
urned around and I fired, and was 
itruck with horror for fear T had missed 
him. 
He came towards me with a chair 


and I fired the second shot.'" The De- 
endant replied that she had no rec- 
illection of saying this to Mrs. Logan4 
and did not think she used the term 
warriors" in her talk 
with Mrs. 


Logan. 


She was asked her maiden name by 
he attorney and declined to give it, 
nd said that she would decline to tes- 
if y to anything concerning her family. 
ibe stated that Foley did not fall at 
tie second shot bnt dropped the chair, 
nd straightened up and said "that set- 
lea it, it has gono through me." I 
old him I was sorry I bad been forced 
to do this. To a question as to her 
sorrow then, and her statements after, 
that she was glad she had killed him, 
and why she had changed her opinion 
so soon. She replied, "I am not sorry 
for what I did. I feel that I am not 
guilty. I regret the dreadful conse- 
quences and results, but I am not 
sorry for I feel that I was justified." 


She stated that she was born in 1864. 


In stating the position of the rooms 
the defendent made a mistake and at- 
torney Goodwin corrected her. The 
District Attorney objected, stating 
that the corrections and interference 
of the attorneys for the defense was 
Unwarranted. Attorney Dodge stated 
that the insinuations of the State's at- 
torneys was unwarranted. 


The defendant again described the 


incidents of the night of the 25th, her 
resistance, the struggle and Foley's 
actions and treatment of her, calling 
her Alice and telling her she might 
call him Murray. 


The cross-examination of the de- 


fendant lasted till after 11 o'clock be- 
fore it was finished. Attorney Good- 
win then began to question her when 
she was taken with hysteria and left 
she room. Upon taking the stand in 
:ho afternoon she testified regarding 
aer acquaintance with Mr. Graves and 
Mr. Roenig and the business she had 
with them.

Mr. G. O. Wright was recalled and

Mrs. Logan said she 
could not say positively that Mrs 
Hartley said, " I came from a family of 
warriors" at that time, but believed 
she had said something of that nature 
at another time; nor could she say 
positively that Mrs. Hartley said she 
was afraid that she had not struck him 
at the first shot. The lady stated that 
she had come to make a friendly cal 
on Mrs. Hartley; that she was a irar- 
ried lady and a teacher. 


In her cross-examination, she stated 


that she could not say positively thai 
Mrs. Hartley said at that time that she 
had come from a family of warriors 
She had made a remark at one time of 
that kind, but could not tell just when 
She did not think that Mrs. Hartley 
stated that she was frightened or ter- 
ror stricken. She did not remember 
the exact words used; she was her 
friend and called for that reason. She 
told the defendant the less said about 
the matter the better. She said she 
had told the District Attorney of this 
a few evenings since, but could not say 
just when.

Mrs. Logan was called, Mrs. Foley 
entered the court-room, escorted by 
the late Mr. Foley's brother. At the 
conclusion of Mrs. Logan's testimony 
Mrs. Foley left the court-room hur- 
riedly and did not return.

THE PLANET MAESi 


This planet now rises in the north 


east soon after sunset and its course 
lies near the sun's Summer path 
Being apparently the largest star in 
sight and of a firey red color It is easilj 
distinguished from other orbs. 


It is now near its perihelion or clos 


est point to the sun while the earth is 
near its aphelion or farthest point from 
the sun. Tnis brings Mars near the 
earth and gives a most favorable oppor 
tunity for observing the planet. These 
opportunities occur at intervals of two 
and fifteen years apart. 


ID 1892 it was thus favorably situated 


and will not again return to such close 
proximity to the earth till 1909. At 
perihelion Mars is twenty-six million 
miles nearer the sun than when at ap- 
helion and a perihelion opposition o 
Mara is over twenty-seven million miles 
nearer the earth than an aphelion op- 
position. A perihelion opposition oc- 
curs next month. 


For these reasons Mars is the most 


interesting object of the heavens al 
this time and astronomers are giving 
special attention to it. Seventeen years 
ago while it was near the earth two 
moons were discovered that had never 
before been seen and that were, within 
the fifteen years previous, flying comets 


In October Mars will be at opposition 


nearest the earth, and at its most favor- 
able position for observation.^ A good 
opera glass or a small telescope Jwill 
bring tho planet up to an interesting 
object but the moons can be seen only 
with a powerful telescope. 


One of these moons is supposed to be 


seren miles in diameter, the other 
about five. One revolves around the 
planet in seven and a half, the other in 
thirty hours. One rises in the West, 
and sets in the East, five and a half 
hours after; the other rises in the East, 
and sets in the West, obout sixty-six 
hours after. 


Like our earth, the southern hemi- 


sphere of Mars is largely occupied by 
oceans and the northern by continents. 
Altogether the land surface is double 
the water surface, while the w^teij TP 
face of our earth is three timeg that; of 
the land. 
i 


A curious feature about Mars is its 


canals, probably not built by inhabi- 
tants but cut by the action of water. 
About a hundred of these canals have 
been located and mapped by astrono- 
mers. There are hundreds, some of 
them more than a thousand miles in 
length and twenty-five to one hundred 
miles in width. 


Astronomers have not undertaken to 


account for these canals, but it is 
known that the water surface of the 
planet is subject to great expansions 
and contractions which would indicate 
that the planet has a very fiat land 
surface and is almost, if not totally, 
void of volcanoes and mountains. 


In the light of this theory it is easy 


to understand how the tides caused by 
our earth and Jupiter would cause the 
land to be submerged and the ebb and 
now tides to cut canals in the planes of 
Mars. 


The diameter of Mars is 4,200 miles 


and its surface less than one-third of 
the earth's. Its equatorial diameter is 
about .twenty miles greater than its 
polar diameter. Its days and nights 
are vfiry nearly and its seasons the 
same as those of the earth. 


The ancients called Mars the God of 


War and astrologists believe it has an' 
influence on the human race. I do not 
understand astrology and have no, idea 
as to the basis of astrological calcu la- 
ions. But Jdo know that the .planet 
las great influence on our weather and 
s the cause of the extensive northern 
drouths and the excessive southern 
rair s this year. 


The astrologists who make weather 


predictions say that Mars rules the 
weather this year and Saturn will rule 
the weather next year. I am of the 
same opinion, but I do not know why 
;he astrologists so conclude. Their 
terms constitute a dead language to me 
and I have not time to study it out. 
Their weather forecasts are not alto- 
gether failures. 


Seventeen years from this Mars will 


surely cause another drouth in the 
Northern States and fifteen years from 
now the weather will be similar to that 
of 1892. 


Our earth has been rapidly nearing 


dare all through the past Summer and 
under the laws of magnetism, as ex- 
plained and Illustrated by all great 
electricians, this coming together of 


two great magnets necessarily sets in 
motion induction currents in both tha 
resist the otherwise natural current 
of both planets. 


In causing great changes in weathe 


conditions Mars at these two am 
fifteen year periods causes drouths i;

tion of the God of War. Great drouth 
followed by famine are potent cause 
of war and in that light the planet ma; 
be entitled to its appellation.
